Felix Gomez is named as being 
among the Mexican dead. 
The American command is said to 
have been part of a scouting patrol 
from Guzman, returning

Pershing’s line of communication. 
Carrizal, named as the place of the 
encounter, is about nine miles south­ 
west of Villa Ahumada, the Mexi an 
field base in northern Chihuahua. 
Later, General Francisco Gonzales, 
Mexican commander 
at 
Juarez, 
an­ 
nounced officially that the Mexican 
command had taken seventeen Ameri­ 
can prisoners. 
He also said that Gen­ 
eral Gomez's death had been confirm­ 
ed, but said he had no official reports

was fired upon by the American troops 
after h e bad dettvereTt-fit* message 
The Americans

f o i ^ rd and attacker! G eneral Clomez’s 
com m and. 
"AM the prisoners ad m itted that the 
blame should be put on th e American 
c o m m a n d e r for having ordered the at 
tack. 
The prisoners wfere sent to Chi 
huahua City with th e cu s to m a ry pro 
tectlon.” 
G eneral Gonzales said th e report of 
the engagem ent was m a d e to him by

Oenoveso Rivas, 
who succeeded to the c o m m a n d of the 
C a r r a n z a troops w ith Hie fall of Go 
mez.
